With the over 85 age group 
being the fastest growing popula- 
tion, much research is now being 
done to unravel this lingering 
mystery. A_large study done in 
Sweden utilized more -than 400 
sets-of identical. twins who had 
not been separated. The twi 
were asked to perform puzz 
tests and the results were quite 
interesting. In many cases, when 
two twins in their 70s were given 
the same test, one would rate 
superior,.the other well below 
average. Same genes, same 
environment, but very different 
level of cognitive functioning 

So, to begin to understand 
aging and the mental illnesses, 
especially Alzheimer’s that may 
result, it is important to firs 
redefine some common defi 
-tions. 

Senility is a term commonly 
used to describe the elderly 
Senility, however, is not a diag- 
nosis. It is a term that can be 
used to describe symptoms, ie. 
forgetfulness, loss 0 ability to 
concentrate, disorientation, less- 
ening of emotional responses to 
others, and physical deteriora- 
tion 
___Dementia__is_another_term_ 
asSociated with the senior age 
group ‘and it is a 
Dementia is an‘irreversible dete 
rioration of cognitive abilit 
such as the irreversible organ 
damage present in Alzheimer’s 
atients. Thus, senility is not 
benign forgetfulness, nor, is it 
dementia. Senility equals symp- 
toms, and dependent on the 
cause, it may be reversible 
Dementia is not. 

With -thes€ definitions, the 
most common type of dementia, 
Alzheimer’s, can ow be 
addressed. The disease was 
named after a German neurolo- 
gist. Alois Alzheimer, who found 
a ‘swath of destruction in a 
““demented", woman's brain after

one aspect is’ certain — Alzhei- 
mer’s can only truly be diag 
nosed after. death — during 
autopsy..For it is then that the 
plaques and tangles can be

(clots of protein) and plaques 
(bits of dying ‘cells mixed with a 
protein) are the cause of death 
for these brain cells or simply 
their graves. They are, however, 
always present in the Alzhei 
mer’s victim. Perhaps. this 
explains why memory is the first 
area affected
